SPANISH POLITICS. 


Madrid, Feb, 16. 

Spain’s political future is un- 
doubtedly in the  meltiny-pot. 
Matters are rapidly coming to a 
head, and everything points to 
the early formation of a Govern. 
ment of the Left, headed by the 
exiled Liberal leader, Senor 
Santiago Alba. 

Senor Cambo. the Catalan 
lender, erstwhile inveterate foc of 
the new “Premier-Mlect™ but who 
was recently reconciled after a 
long discussion in Paria on the 
buais of home rule for Catalonia, 
their agreement being endérsed by 
Count Romanones and Senor 
Garcia Prieto, other prominent 
Liberals, arrived in Madrid to-day 
and had an andience with King 
Alfonso. Oe 

The King subsequently visited the 
War Ministry and had a long con- 
versation with the retirjng Prime 
Minister, General Rerenguer, 


Senor Alba Sent For, 


Senor Cambo, after his inter- 

. view with the King, issued a-state- 

ment to eager Pressmen, stating 

+ that he had advised Alfonso to 

necept a government formed of 
the members of the Left. 

The King is telegraphical- 
ly requesting Senor Santiago 
Aba, who ‘hos been virtual- 
Iy in. exfle in Pnris for the 
pist .efght yenrs, to come to 
Madrid immedintely.

MID-NIGHT INCIDENT. 


Quick work and thinking by 
officers and crew of the tourist ner 
Belenland, saved the nine memberx 
of the crew of a junk, which the 
Red Star vesse! rammed and. sank 
ng ate approached’ Hongkong on 
Friday night, Handicapped by 
pitch darkness and # choppy sen, the 
Belgenland did some fine resene 
work, and no life wna loat. 

The Belgenland was heading for 
Cape d' Aguilar, and was in Chinese 
waters, when she bit the junk with 
her bow, Tt is said that the junk 
wax ocnrrvingg ono lights. Little 
could be seen, except that the frail 
eraft had been broken in two and 
bad sank, leaving the Chinese crew 
clinging to wreckage. 

Chief Officer Watling supervised 
reseue Work, and losing no. time. 
ordered a boat to be lowered, This 
was accomplished in two minutes, 
while the Belgenland went full 
speed astern, The efficiency with 
which the Belgenland worked is 
Indicated by the fact that within 20 
minutes, she had resumed — her 
voyage, with the entire crew af nine 
safe, 

Suffering the effects of their im- 
mersion, they were sent to the 
Tung Wah Hospital, which inatitu- 
tlon they left this morning. One 
of their number had a deep gash 
aver the eye, but wax not seriously 
hurt. :

, The seriousness of the situa- 
tion Is shown by the fact that the 
presence of troaps did not prevent 
the Moslems from attacking a 
Hindu-Moslem precession led by 
the leaders of the two communi- 
ties through the disturbed area in 
order to restore peace. 


Some of those engaged in the 


procession were injured. 
Armed police are now patrolling 
the disturbed area. 


Disubedience Movement. 


Meanwhile, 2 message from 
Surat, states that mass civil dis- 
obeditnce and the breaking of the 
salty lawa is reported te have 
broken out again at Dandi (where 
Gandhi first broke the salt law on 
April 6, 1930). : 

It is stated that about twenty- 
one tons of salt were carried off 
from the salt-pans.

MOSLEY IDEAS 
_CRITICISED. 


In view of the fact that an im- 
portant section of the Independent 
Labour Party has recently  oVver- 
whelmingly rejected Sir Oswald 
Mosley’s programme = for dealing 
with the present industrial crisis at 
Home, it is interesting to note that 
the proposals have also come in for 
seathing criticiam on the part of 
prominent Liberals, amongst whom 
may be mentioned Sir Herbert 
Samuel. The chief complaint 
ngainst the gchemes of the Socia- 
list Peer js that whilst his 
generalizations may be sound, he 
hopelessly misses the mark when 
he comes . down to details. In 
particular, he appears. to “have 
adopted the current cliches of the 
Protectionists without having sven 
any close analysis to the fucts, 
Moreover, the Mosley idea of “in 
sulation” is bad from im economic 
standpoint, inasmuch as by in- 
sulating imports, exports are ¢on- 
stricted, 

A manufacturer who is given 
the protection of a tariff, says Sir 
Oswald, should submit to a private 
costing process 10 ensure that he 
ia not raising prices unduly tothe 


j{eonsumer, and he might also be 


asked to give satisfaction that the 
maximum - efficiency . was’ being 
maintained in the industry. It is 
difficult, to seo how thx. idea can 
be embodied“in an ‘Act of Parlin- 
ment, and applied in practice. “As 
Sir Herbert Samuel has . pointed: 
out, there are in Grent Britain a 
quarter of'}a mijlion separate fac- 
torles and workshops, producing 
tens of thousands’ of articles of 
overy variety of charncter and of 
quality, Thoro. fs t6 be “a private 
costing process” to dotermino the 
efficiency of the prices that aro

N THOSE few briof moments 


of grey light before the dawn, 
that {n Burma doo# Indeed “coma 
up like thunder,” began our four- 


-[hour:motor trip to the little rail- 


station. The trunks ‘had 
sent down the ofternoon 
before, by elephant. 

And now tho jerky little train 
was taking the four of us from 
the emerald-treed, blue-misted 
mountains of , northern: Burma 
down to parched plains with their 
scarict blossomed trees Known_us 
the “Flame of the Forest.” But 
oven the prospective glory of 
reaching Mandalay the next morn- 
ing seemed small recompense for 
having to leave the Shan States, 
as the northern provinces of 
Burmg are called. 

Far behind now was the com- 
fortable teakwood house of our 
British hosts, where in a pine 
grove near the garden we had fed 
bananas to the friendly elephants 
when they were in from their treks 
in the forest, Thero'the mountains 
atretch far away, graceful ax the 
Pyrenees. They are gentle wind- 
ing, verdant mountains; primitive, 


without being jagged or sharply}, 


imprisoning. 3 
Thoae northern BGurmeso pro- 
vinces ave hnd found to abound in 
the most . astonishing contrasts. 
Here is acgarden of carnations in 
all Burmo’s flaming clear colours, 
and in that copse near py a4 
panther lurks, ready to springs. 
Here a splendid hard-surfaced 
road winds between plane trees; 
further on the breadfruit grows. 
While In the north we had sven 
glittering in tho sun at a distance 
8 body of water, the namo of which 
we learned was "The Lake of the 
Sacred White Crow.” Thither we 
went to pay a visit to tho nativo 
sovereign of the province in which 
resided the bird that gave its name 
to both the Inke and state. 
The sovereign dwelt in a rather 
rickety, unpninted wooden “pa- 
Ince.” We passed through several 
passages and nanterooms, which 
led to the great “throne room,” 
of bare wooden boards, and empty 
except for a amall dais on one 
side.

Off this, in a small reception 
room, also of wood, furnished with 
distinctly Victorian, red-plush wp- 
holstered chairs, we awaited His 
Highness, The walls were hung 
with signed photographs of three 
generations of the British royal

From another door His High- 
ness entered. He was a patriarch 
of ‘great dignity and gentleness 
of bearing, dressed in white silk 
of a finess of texture unknown in 
the West.

The sovereign yrected us most 
kindly, and with an interpreter 
we sat down to talk.

CANTON RAILWAYS. 


Canton, Feb. 16. 

Dr, P. C. Hoich, Secretary of the 
Ministry of Railways at Nanking, 
was formally installed as Managing 
Director of tho Canton-Kowloon 
Railway, to-day. The new op 
pointee has been connected with the 
Ministry of Ratlways ever since its 
inception and is much trusted by 
Ratlway Minlater. Son Fo. Dr. 
Haich is a graduate from. Johns 
Hopkins University where he took 
his Ph. D. degree. His predeces- 
sor, Mr. Liu Cho-kok, is promoted 
to be managing: director of the 
Cunton-Hankow Rallway. 

It is noted that, both Messrs. 
Haich and Liu took part in the dis- 
cussion recently‘ with His ° Ex- 
eelloncy ’.the Governor of Hong- 
kong, Slr Willlam ‘Peel, K.C.MLG., 
concerning the roviaion of 
the Canton-Kowloon Railway agree- 
ment. Their proposals for a2 
greater share of the. profits from 
the railway are now being con- 
sidered by the British officials. 

It is learned to-day that begin- 
ning from May the running time of 
the expresses will be reduced from 
four and no half hours> to three 
hours and twenty minutes. 

Concerning the contract revision 
n Canton report says that, Dr. Haich 
told newspaper correspondenta that 
during his meeting with Sir 
William Poel the Chinese repre-
